164,711; J. G. Crabbe, with bis ttonds- 
man, Frank P. James, for $10,56a43, 
and Ellsworth Regenstein, with the 
National Surety Company, for $5,- 
361.99. 

The suit against Hamlett includes 
salary alleged to have been illegally 
drawn by him and his wife; allei{ed 
unauthorized expenses allowed Ham- 
lett; the eoat of aOeged nnauthoriaed 
publications, and salaries of clerks 
and stenographers, whose positions 
the Court of Appeals held in a recent 
test suit were not provided for by 
law. 

The Siilary of the State superintend- 
ent, acting as school inspector, was 
increaaed bjrthe 1912 General Assem- 
bly, and uirtil February, 1913, when 
it was held that Hamlett was not en- 
title<i to the increase as it was made 
during his term, he drew $1,395, 
whfcdi is aned f6r.

RUSSIANS ARE ADVANCING 

Austrians Pressing Italians 
Hard and Taking Pris- 
oners. 



London, May 29.— Only artillery 
bombardments have been in progress 
on ttie French front around Verdun. 
No infantry attacks have been made. 
Around Le Mort Homme, n ort h w e a t 
of Verdun, and the sector west of the 
Thiaumont farm, northeast of the 
fortress, the bombardments have been 
violent. In the Argonne forest the 
French have captured craters caused 
by the explosion of German mines 
and in Alsace have put down an at- 
tempt of the Germans to advance. In 
the fighting of Saturday night the 
Germans in the Champagne region at 
several points penetrated the French 
line and to<.)k KXJ prisoner.s. 

Petrograd reports an attempt of the 
Gennana in the Lake Drisviaty region 
to start an offensive. The movement 
was stopped by the I 'liicentrated artil- 
lery and infantry fu e of llie Kus^iaiia. 
The Austrians are still on the offen- 
sive against the Italians in the region 
southeast of Trent, but Rome reports 
that whiitever infantry attacks were 
started, Austrians met with repulse. 
On the laonio front at San Miehde 
the Italians in mining operations de- 
stroyed Austrian trenches and took 
the defenders of them under Ihair 
rifle fire as they fled. 

Turkish contingents whwh tried to 
advance against the Russians on the 
Caucasus front in the region of Rivan* 
douai-I)erual;i, were rejailsed by the 
Russians, according to Petrograd.

Inaecta 
thrive on neglect, multiply moat rap- 
idly in land aeldom or never cuUlvat- 
ad. and winter over in rubbish, prun- 
laga or the undlsturt>e<l soii wheru 
they get their food. It ia the neglect- 
ed farm, Tineyard or orchard, filled 
with wceda or wild growth, which la 
certain to contain the gra^aat stock 
of Inaect enemies. 

Thorough and constant culture, with 
the remoTai and burning of rubblah, 
diseased fruit, etc., with the practiea 
of fall plowing, will almost certainly 
lessen the number of deatructlve in- 
aecta. Conatant cropping of large 
areaa of land year after year to the 
aame atapto ia largely reaponaible for 
the exoaaatra loaa from inaecta in thia 
oountry as compared with Europe. A 
moat valuable ctUtural plan, therafonb 
Is a system of rotation of cropa.

To prevent injury to the trees, it ia 
well (p run a piece of wire netting 
around each tree and tie it aecurely to 
the Btakea. The wire netting ahould 
ba four feet In height. ThU will af- 
ford protection from yanBla and alao 
tma carelesa cultlvatloa. 

Low«rowlng vegetablaa may ba 
plaatod in between the rowa of treea.

enough to keep the wilderness from 
reclaiming its own. Grubbing sassa- 
fras ia like shovelmg the tide back 
faito the ocean. Goata, which to eMea 
are sup\K)sed generally to eat empty 
tomato cans, abandoned vinegar bot- 
tles and cast off metallic dishrags and 
corkacrewa, relish a sassafras thicket 
as an e ma nc ipatl oif picnic reUahes 
rattlesnake watermelons. The Chris- 
tian county farmers are substituting 
the goat for the grubbing ax with re- 
sults aa satisfactory to the goat as to 
the bindowner. The time may come 
when the grubbing ax will be an in- 
teresting reUcof bygone days, like 
the flail and the spinning wheel No- 
body has estimated the amount that 
is spent annually to get rid of sassa- 
fras in Kentucky, and nobody knows 
how much more woiUd have to be 
spent if the sassafras were entuvly 
suppressed. But it is plain enough 
that there is work for a herd ot foats 
about the size of thu In r l , Ameri- 
can bison at the time the tirst white 
hunter saw the first bison. 

Faniiinii becomes increasingly .seicn- 
tilic. The farmer, who formerly went 
to the creek for his bath when the 
weather was suitable, and took it 
ina washiwwl or a washtub at other 
times, now has it pumped by a hy- 
draulic ram, which works while he 
aleepa. He feeds the piga on the 
"cafeteria" plan, the essential princi- 
ple of which is letting the pig help 
himself instead of encouraging him to 
demand the services of the owner five 
thnea a day aa an vntipped and unap- 
preciated waiter. For a go(xl many 
years the farmer has "hogged down" 
a patch of corn and sold pork direct- 
ly from the cornfield ht^sad of haul- 
ing and cribbhigthe com and handing 
it out til the fatteniiit,' h()i;s day by 
day. And now he proposes to goat 
down the sassafras, putthig the goat 
to economic use after he eats the sas- 
safras and before he eats the tin roof 
off of the residence or strips the fence 
posts of the barbed wire to appease 
his everiasthig appetite. It used to be 
the idea in Amwtai that aside from 
the fact that two Inches of a goat's 
tail wouki cure any disease the ani- 
mal was of no value. But nowadays 
it is pofaited oat that all khi gtoves are 
not m.uif-, or lu ed lU/t be made, itf 
Spht sheepskin, and ttiat whereas the 
OBly way to get milk out of a cow is 
to feed her legumes, mill concentrates 
and crushed grain, a milch goat can 
be kept on any sort of refuse, or used 
aa an automatic sassafras swatter at u 
ooslelBaiMaca year. 

Many farmers' sons who resolveii 
early in life to seek a calliug less 
strenuous than that in whkh they 
wereunwiUlag worksrs, under tiie 
parsalBl ejw aad ia iMur of the parent- 



al cowhide, will regret their decision 
as they witness the progress of sgri- 
culture hi the dhreeitkm of sd^ntific 
utilization of the forces of nature, and 
away from the inhuman utilization of 
the muscle of the rebellious son. 

Now that the goat has been found 
to be profltaUe, not oiriy to ulsai llial 
but al.so to handle after the dsarilg is 
complete, it may be that sonsonswill 
discover that the potato bug is s val- 
uable ssset and not a pesky parasite, 
and that it will pay to bug down the 
potatoes and sell the fattened bugs on 
the hoof instead of bugging the pota- 
toes and digging them up after reecu- 
ing them fhm the bugs. A few ad- 
ditional discoveries, further simplify- 
ing the problems of agriculture and 
amplifying the opportunities of the 
tvmer'sson togo flShtaig wooUgo 
far toward solving the continuously 
agitated problem of keeping the 
younger gei\er&tiOB on tiie ftun.—
